MY BEST STORY 


Some short time into our riding 
careers we begin to find our 
specialties. Face it, not many of us 
can go flattrack, road race and 
motocross like Dick Mann. Or win 
the enduro championship shortly 
after placing first American in the 
Trans-AMA like Dick Burleson. Or 
win our Baja class, race motocross 
for a factory, and still go to the ISDT 
like Al Baker. 

Nope. We mortals have to 
specialize. Some find they go fastest 
if they’re only turning left. Some get 
it on with motocross. Lots of people 
prefer enduros. 

It has to do with talents and 
predilections. Like a friend of mine 
who I could lap anytime at 
scrambles or motocross — but put 
him in the woods when he couldn’t 
see where he was going, and Denny 
would just blow me away. 

Luckily, there are divers places to 
specialize when you ride bikes. Me, 
for example; I’ve always been better 
at bench racing than anything else. 
So imagine my chagrin when I 
discovered that my wife is better at 
that than I am. 

And the worst part of all was that 
the story was about me! 

I realized it last week. Some old 
friends from Back East were visiting. 
Lots of local friends were over too. 
Funny stories were being traded 
while I wandered back and forth 

rom the refrigerator to the refills. 

Finally I got to sit down, but the 


theme had already changed to “The 
Funniest Thing That Ever Happened 
To Me During An Event.” My old 
lady had the floor: 

“We were sitting around on a 
dank Sunday, early in the morning. 
Rain. Like it does every Sunday on 
the East Coast — can’t have an 
event without rain. But there 
werent any, so we were sitting 
around. Early. Reading the papers. 

"Then our friend John called. He 
and another guy had gone to 
Atlantic City on their bikes for the 
weekend. And he called and wanted 
to know why we weren't at Bob's 
Snack Bar, down in Jersey. Lots of 
enduros start there, but enduro 
season was over. Too hot. Nothing 
until the fall. 

“Well, Chet was sleepy and didn't 
get the story straight. We thought 
one of the bikes had broken and he 
wanted us to come and rescue them. 
So we jumped into the van and 
went. 

"It wasn’t that at all. There 
actually was an event. He'd wanted 
us to come down and enter with 
them. But we misunderstood and 
didn't bring my Bul or his Penton. 

"So when we got there John and 
Norm talked us into entering 
anyway. There was a buddy class. 
We could sign up and ride behind 
them. It was a woods poker run. 
Can you believe it? You ride through 
the Jersey pines following arrows or 
lime and when you get to a 
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checkpoint, they hand you a playing 
card. Collect them all and go back to 
the snack bar. Best poker hand wins. 

“Chet figured we ought to. He 
had no ego at stake. Besides, they 
were giving away a lot of trophies 
and the four of us were about 20 
percent of all the entries. We had a 
good chance. And you know how 
desperate he is about winning 
trophies. 

“There was only one large 
problem. Norm had had his 360 
Yam about three days. And it was 
his first bike. His only riding had 
been to the shore that weekend. The 
self-sacrificing husband decided to 
go with him. I rode behind John. 

“Lots of bikes were entered, a 
bunch of street scramblers, a couple 
of Yamahas, some Hondas, and a 
couple of twin-cylinder Kawasaki 
Avengers. Everyone had on street 
riding clothes but Chet and I. We 
had on raincoats and helmets. 

“It went fine for the first hundred 

yards. We followed Norm and Chet. 
Chet held on to the seat until Norm 
swung into the woods — it took him 
about three tries to make the first 
turn. Then Chet held on to him. 
. “It didn’t help. As soon as Norm 
got both wheels into the sand, he’d 
crash. Chet got kinda uptight when 
450s with sissy bars would pass him 
lying on the trail. After the first 
three or four crashes, Chet talked 
Norm into letting him drive. They 
looked ridiculous. Chet would stand 
for a bump, but Norm would sit 
right there behind him and lean the 
wrong way. They’d crash anyway. 

“People would pass them who 
were wearing suits under those 
see-through plastic rainsuits, but 
Chet would gassit to pass them back 
as soon as he and Norm could get 
upright again. When they finally 
went down in a mudhole — that 
they could have gone around — 
Norm demanded the opportunity to 
wreck his own motorcycle. 

“It didn’t get any better. As soon 
as they got to a patch of sand, they'd 
get incredibly squirrelly. John and I 
could barely keep upright from 
laughing at them. 

"Then Chet started crashing more 
than Norm. They'd wobble around a 
corner, miss a shift or two, and start 
down a trail. Norm would build up 
speed. Then the trail would turn to 
sand and they'd start wandering 
back and forth across the trail. 
Suddenly there’d be Chet rolling 
down the trail by himself. He 
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couldn't stand not knowing when 
they were going to smash into the 
trees and decided that throwing 
himself off the back of the bike was 
safer. Of course, the weight change 
guaranteed that Norm would crash 
too. So Chet figured he was ahead. 

"That was too much. John stalled 
his bike trying not to run over this 
body rolling down the sand and then 
scrambling toward the trees on the 
side. 

“By the time we stopped laughing 
and got going again, they were 
gone. We didn't see them at first, 
but we stopped next to this guy on 
an SL350 who was trying to light a 
cigarette. But he kept laughing and 
blowing out the match with his 
breath. ‘I just saw the funniest 
thing,’ he told us. ‘I was following 
these guys riding double. The guy on 
the back would see the arrows and 
point out the turn, but the other guy 


would just keep going. The guy on 
the back was pounding him on the 
shoulders. Then they'd fall down 
trying to turn around. They did it a 
couple of times, but the last turn 
.... He cracked up. It seems that 
on the last corner Norm missed, 
there was a bunch of whoopdies if 
you went straight. They did. Both of 
them flipped up in the air. And 
when they came down, Chet 
snapped off both buddy pegs on the 
back of the Yam. Then he fell off. 
We lit the guy's cigarette for him 
and went on. 

"The next thing we found was a 
guy in a one-piece riding suit lying 
across his handlebars and shaking. 
We pulled up next to him and he told 
us about two guys on a Yamaha that 
missed a left and fell down trying to 
make a U-turn. The one on the back

If you want to make the engine 
mods yourself, I suggest you contact 
Powroll in Bend, Oregon, for their 
information on XL250 mods. They 
have big-bore kits, cams, carbure- 
tion, etc. If you want to just send the 
engine to somebody and have them 
do the work, I suggest you try Bill 
Bell at Long Beach Honda, Long 
Beach, California. He has prepared 
a number of Baja-winning Hondas 
as well as Class C machines. Powroll 
will also do the work if desired. 
Four-stroke exhaust pipes are 
nowhere near as involved as the 
two-stroke (like you don’t need an 
expansion chamber), and the tuning 
of a four-stroke pipe is relatively 
straightforward. I know Bassani 
offers an XL250 pipe, as does 
Torque Engineering. Get the type of 
pipe that crosses over — it tucks 
away better. That’s a semi-upswept 


cross-over Torque pipe. It improved 
the horsepower significantly and 
made it а useful hillclimbing 
machine. In its stock trim I'm not 
sure it fills the bill of "useful." At 
least it's discouraging when a kid 
riding a 100cc Yamaha blows you off 
on an uphill climb. 


SUZUKI SHORTCUTS 
I have a 1972 Suzuki TS250. I 
would like to turn it into a better 
playbike. Should I get the MX kit? If 
so, could I keep my Hooker up-pipe 
or should I get it ported? The rear 
suspension does anything but help; it 
just bucks you up and down.

Do both. Get an MX kit and keep 
your Hooker up-pipe. With that you 
definitely won't have to do any 
porting. These mods will give it 
much better top end at some sacrifice 
in the bottom end torque. As you are 
probably already aware, the higher 
altitude up there will necessitate 
some jetting changes toward the lean 
side. I would suggest you try Koni 
shocks or Curnutts. Once you get 
these things done you'll probably 
need some improvement on the front 
end. Number One Products, and a 
few others, make modification units 
to help out your front end. This will 
make your machine a better play- 
bike, but not a fast one. If you want

This answer probably sounds like 
a politician sidestepping an issue, 
but it's true. I get letters from people 
around the country who say that in 
their town they can't get their 
Yamaha or Honda to beat the 
Pentons, while in another town a 
guy rides on a Penton and he's never 
able to beat the Hondas. In the next 
town Husqvarna rules. What do you 
sayP There are a number of good 
scoots out there. I can tell you that 
the dealer that does the best job of 
providing his riders with the right 
equipment for the right job in the 
type of riding done, can be 
determined fairly easily by going to 
the finish line. Take a look at who 
won the class that you would like to 
be riding in. Talk to him about the 
dealer that supplies him with the 
parts and support. That dealer is 
generally the most aggressive and 
knowledgeable one in town, and can 
help keep your bike running most of 
the time and performing the best for 
the type of riding and terrain that is 
prevalent in your area. There are a 
lot of enduro bikes in Southern 
California that are consistent 
winners but probably | wouldn't 
make 30 miles of Ohio mud. Does 
that make them bad enduro bikes? I 
doubt it. They win in Southern 
California, but you sure wouldn't 
want to be fixed up with one in 
Ohio. Rather than the statements 
like “CZ, Bultaco or Honda Rules," 
you should say the dealer rules. 
Ultimately they seem to. o

NO PURPOSE ENDURO 


Are you tired of entering things 
called enduros where you run your 
mint-condition trail machine 
through 50 impossible miles of 
muddy streams that are more like 
grinding compound than water? 
How did you enjoy the three weeks 
of wrenching afterward, when you 
tried to save it? 

Or maybe you’ve been knocked 
down, run over, and used as a berm 
too many times? Or is it getting stuck 
under the gate on the starts that 
bums you? And by now your 
expensive European GP has turned 
into a crooked and crippled, rusting 
pile of metal, hasn't it? And it's only 
been half the season? 

Maybe last weekend you trans- 
formed your personally-hand-built, 
Kenny-Roberts-semi-replica miler 
into a crumpled — but shiny — 
chunk of scrap in just five long 
seconds of the finest get-off in your 
career? 

Don’t despair. 

There’s a cure for the specialized 
competition machinery blues. 

Yes, a bike for no purpose at all. 
You don’t have to do anything with 
it. Just ride it. It’s happier and so are 
you. A fantasy machine. 

It’s a 1976 Kawasaki KD in either 
175 or 125 sizes. They fit in between 
KEs, which are street-legal enduros, 
and KXs, which are motocrossers. 
Essentially, the KDs are KEs without 
lights and with knobbies, and since 
the 175 KE is new this year, so is this 
KD. 

Parts seem to have come from a 
variety of sources, picking up good 
stuff here and there from other bikes 
that Kawasaki makes. The clutch, 
most of the gears and the crank are 
from last year’s enduro, but the rest 
of the motor and most of the chassis 
is brand-new and perfect for dirt 
playing. 

Up front, perched above the 
lightweight conical hub is a genuine 
replica-like '72 Brad Lackey/ 
Kawasaki black plastic fender, 
complete with mud flap. D.I.Ds are 
laced around both hubs and it looks 
like most of the front end is off the 
KX125. So you can fantasize yourself 
into a motocrosser. 

And since the ignition is exactly 
the same CD unit with lighting coils 
as is on the KE, you can slap on some 
PP lights and imagine yourself to be 
an enduro rider.

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There’s two true-to-life rimlocks 
on the rear, giving the KD a 
fantastic total of three! 

The new pipe is very quiet and — 
of course — it’s spark-arrested. It’s so 
quiet that you won't annoy your 
fellow campers at all when you 
spend the whole day insanely 
spinning donuts around their motor 
home. Smokey the Bear and his little 
friends will smile too, since you're 
not a fire hazard. 

The new seat comes off by simply 
flipping two spring-loaded flippers. 
Slipping it back on barely takes a 
second with practice. Under the seat 
you'll find a nifty canister air box 
with a slip-in foam filter and a 
1.3-liter Superlube oil tank. Still 
further down is a plastic tool kit 
container with a lid that opens on 
living hinges. It’s nice to know the 
tools are with you. They are, aren’t 
they? 

What else? Lessee, on the handle- 
bars there are two kill buttons — 
actually there’s a real button on the 
left and a thumb-operated choke 
that does the same job on the right. 


TAKE IT OUT 
AND PLAY WITH IT 

For starters, our KD started. First 
kick, 19 times out of 20, hot, cold or 
warm. 

Close your eyes, reach out in front 
of you, and you'll find the bars. Just 
where you want them. A rare thing 
for a playbike. They must be right 
off the KX. The bar/peg/seat 
relationship is great, especially while 
standing. That’s very important on 
the KD. 

The KD175 has two major strong 
points. It’s comparatively light, and 
it has a dynamite motor. 

At a hair over a hundred kilos 
with a liter or two of gas, the KD is a 
joy. It’s not the same feeling you get 
from pushing a turkey foof bike 
through the deep woods with the 
turn signals sticking out like antlers 
and snagging everything nearby. 
And there’s no huge taillight waiting 
to make you a candidate for the 
boy’s soprano choir. 

The KD makes you feel good. Like 
the first time you took the headlight 
off your 305 Scrambler to go dirt 
riding (after you broke the light 
once, of course). It really makes a 
difference up in between your ears. 
You just naturally leave the gas on 
longer and stand up more. Looking 
out beyond that black plastic, 
mud-flapped fender and number 
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Grunt! 


plate, you can imagine all sorts of 


things. You could be anybody, 
riding anything. 

The motor is a gift from the gods. 
You can chug it down to zero rpm 
and the tire will still churn and 
whirr. The power is not incredible, 
but it's certainly enough. It'll get you 
by. Very good torque, good 
reliability. 

Throughout our playing, we never 
touched the spark plug. If at any 
time the bike starts running funny, 
you merely push the choke lever 
back where it belongs. Obviously, 
you've knocked into it with your 
twitching, spastic throttle hand. 

You can slide it around, climb

off-camber hillsides, and guide it 
through some pretty nasty stuff. 
After falling a few times, you will 
realize its limitations. When still 
more time has passed. you will be 
able to push it to, but not beyond, 
those limits, and you'll really have a 
ball. You can successfully play on it 
all day with the deer and the 
antelope (Ramblers . . . you know?), 
just as long as you don't get too 
serious about your playing. 

Stock gearing will take you to 
about 70. The suspension, on the 
other hand, is geared to do about 40 
— maybe a little faster if you're 
always on the pegs and have a sturdy 
set of ankles. Different oil and 
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Rubber, aluminum, steel and no horn. 


springs in the front and a new set of 
shocks in the rear could make a 
better-than-average trailbike out of 
it. That would be the easiest way to 
give it a purpose. But why bother, 
it’s better if you try to do a little of 
everything with it. A little half-mile, 
some speedway, some six days stuff, 
maybe a motocross or two, and some 
river boating. Most of all, lots of 
donuts, burnouts, skiddin’, trailin’ 
and puttin’. 


OTHER STUFF 
The foot holders are weird. 
Spring-loaded, looped, serrated 
footpegs that let your feet slip off 
almost as bad as rubberdevils, and 
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are about as sturdy as coat hangers. 
Cutting some new teeth in them 
helped a bunch, but you still had to 
kick them back to their normal bend 
everytime you laid it down. 

The kickstarter does its job and 
stays out of the way, but the return 
stop broke after a few rides, so it 
now slams against the case as a stop if 
you take your foot off the pedal. 
Details, but bothersome nonetheless. 

Both brakes are smooth and 
progressive. The tires stick well 
enough. There are rubber accordion- 
type lever covers, rubber cable end 
covers, lotsa springs, some locknuts 
and even an automatic drain valve 
on the front of the cases if you should

When we last left the Breakslow of 
Champions, the 350 Sherpa T, it 
was being wheeled back to the truck 
midst the rantings and ravings of a 
crazed test rider.

Run throttle cable up and behind 
bars for best protection. 

Re-torque the head often when 
new. 

Timing should be checked often. 

Adjust carburetor air screw to get 
good throttle response off idle. 

Skid plate a must for rock or log 
work. The new Miura plate is 
shaped to fit the frame tubes, offers 
good protection. 

Take another set of pegs (or some 
serrated steel), cut lengthwise (about 
a half-inch below the teeth) and 
weld on top of the original pegs. 
This raises the feet to help clear 
obstacles and also makes for better 
body control. 

Cut kickstand stop off and bend 
stand out. The stand will then return 
higher and closer in to the side of the 
bike. Remove it altogether if there 
are a lot of trees around for parking. 


oes not include a spark arrestor, 
eden better than the stock 
pregnant boomerang. 

Grind away a small portion of the 
primary case where the outer clutch 
cable is secured if the rubber boot 
doesn't fit in snug enough. 

If you break a fender, B&B 
Specialties has some good flexible 
plastic replacement items that 
duplicate the shape of the stock 
Sherpa fenders. The address is P.O. 
Box 9364, Marina Del Rey, 
California 90291; (213) 677-2300. 
They also carry a whole line of 
Sammy Miller Sherpa accessories. 
Or ask your dealer about the Miura 
flexible plastic fenders. 

Frequently check 10mm bolts that 
hold shocks in place. They snap 
easily when bent or rusted. Use 
Loctite. 

If the chain tensioner gets bent by 
rocks it can throw the chain, so 
check it often. 

Check chain alignment by sight, 
do not rely on numbered cam 
adjusters. 

If you have a problem with clutch 
slippage, heavy-duty clutch springs 
(part 11.14-010A) are available. 

If you want stiffer fork springs, try 
those for the 1975 (model series 
number 138) Alpina. 

There’s a vented filler plug for the 
clutch case (part 80.11-036A). Or 
you can drill the filler plug, thread 
it, and screw in a main jet and runa 
hose up under the seat. 

Some riders Silicone Seal the 
points cover, vent it and run a hose 
up under the seat, others rely on a 
points waterproofer like LPS-1. 
Silicone the wiring where it leaves 
the case, and around the coil. 

The Twin Air filter does not fit 
real snug in the air box. Use lots of 
grease. You might also want to trim 
the bottom edge of the filter a bit for 
a better fit, but the grease is the 
important item. Super Bolts, P.O. 
Box 362, Oakland, New Jersey 
07436, sells a contoured air filter and 
other accessories. 

Telescos are a must, stock or 
moved up. Try 55-pound springs. 
Don't run them upside-down, it 
ruins the damping. 

Factory riders in both Europe and 
the U.S. have experimented with 
moving the bottom shock mounts 
forward. All have since gone back to 
the stock setup. If you try it,

tracings show the CZ fork leg stock 
and with the kit installed.

damn near welded in. We had to 
drive the damper rods out through 
the bottom of the stanchion tubes 
with a %-inch pipe. Dont try 
pushing it up through the tube when 
you do your forks. 

The fork leg was reassembled 
using Number One's standard test 
oil, Texaco HD 315 (about a 
20-weight). Then we clamped the 
fork leg in the machine, flipped the 
switch and watched things start to 
move up and down. Their dyno is a 
remarkable piece of equipment. 
With a twist of a knob, you can 
simulate three-foot whoopdies at 2

mph, or just about anything else in 
the way of bumps.

through the bars. That wears you 
out. 

The CZ TricKit comes with a new 
valve and a little hat-shaped piece 
that sits on top of the damper rod. 
That piece improves the damping 
right off, since it diverts the oil path. 
Instead of shooting oil straight up on 
compression, the TricKit keeps it 
in the bottom of the leg where it does 
some good, not hanging off the 
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springs where it’s useless. 

Since the forks we were using are 
"755, the compression damping hole 
located at the bottom of the damper 
rod was opened up to 3/16ths. Drill 
the hole through both sides of the 
rod. If you’re putting this kit in a 
"I5, you have to dig up your own 
drill bit; earlier forks don’t need this. 

Back on the dyno, things were 
good. Check the scope photos. There 
was better compression damping 
and the rebound was improved. 

Now on to the track: Gunnar and 
George had put in the most time on 
the test bike, so they took turns 
cutting hot laps on the modified 
unit. Both thought front end 
performance had been improved 
considerably. The bike was smoother 
over the braking bumps on the way 
into the corners, and the clunk from 
the forks extending off jumps was 
gone. The front wheel stuck even 
better than before. It figures; the 
forks are softer and follow the 
terrain, and in the corners, they 
compress more and tighten the 
turning.

SUZUKI RM250

For years Suzuki's works bikes and 
the bikes offered for sale had only 
the tank decal in common. With the 
introduction of the TM400 ір 71, a 
lot of smaller brands thought that 
they'd had it! They figured Suzuki's 
total Grand Prix dominance in both 
the 250 and Open classes had now 
been carried over into their 
production bikes. The magazines 
that got to test the bike wrote in big 
headlines about the fantastic power, 
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the good looks and the reasonable 
price. However, no magazine had 
anybody who could ride the bike 
successfully, but since Roger was 
winning on "it," it had to be good. 
How wrong they were. Now we 
know better, right? So when Suzuki 
brings out a new batch of racers that 
look just like Roger and Company's 
latest bikes, you've got the right to 
be a little hesitant. 

We selected the 250 version first, 


since it appeals to a lot more riders 
than the bigger bike does. Both bikes 
share the same chassis; only the 
engine is different. Actually the 
engines are two completely different 
units. No parts are interchangeable, 
only some standard items. 
Motocross development has taken 
some strange turns through the 
years. Some of these passed 
unnoticed, others were not under- 
stood until long afterward. Machine 
weight is a good example. It was not 
until many years later that part of 
the reason for the Husky’s success 
around 1963-1967 was traced to its 
low weight; that also contributed to 
the domination by the GP Suzukis in 
the early "70s. Not until they were 
required by the rules to add some ten 
kilos did it become apparent that the 
low weight was as important to their 
success as the handling and 
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suspension. 

Another good example is 
the powerband/gear ratio/flywheel 
combination. The Suzuki 400 had 
lots of power, but no one could use 
it. All the newer bikes are going to 
wider powerbands with more 
flywheel. 

This is the case with the new 
RM250 Suzuki. It combines a 
number of important qualities into a 
package that has yet to be equaled 
— on paper. And after some riding 
sessions and maybe a couple of races, 
you'll be ready to agree with us that 
the reality matches the specs. This 
bike is the best 250 we've tested yet. 

Its obvious that Suzuki is not 
going to make the old TM250-400 
mistake again. The resemblance to 
the factory racers is stressed 
repeatedly. After having been fed all 
this info, we were almost convinced 


Nice rubber boot covers the hinge point 
of the kickstarter. Both brake pedal and -- 
footpegs are nicely serrated, but the 
brake sticks out a little too far to be safe 
when the going gets really rutty. At 
bottom left is the attachment for the 
floating brake rod. On early bikes the 
rear brake plate even carries a sealed 
bushing. Later production units will not 
have this, as Suzuki thinks the extra 
maintenance for a floating rear brake is 
not worth the small increase in braking 
efficiency. Cable slowly fills up with 
dirt. Don’t let the 900cc sticker on the 
case scare you, it refers only to the oil 
volume in the gearbox.

that we had the real factory bike in 
front of us. Not so, however. But the 
difference is less than you might 
think. 


The frame geometry, bore and 


stroke, powerband and flywheel 
weights are all either the same or 
very close to the factory bikes. We 
remember the weigh-in at the U.S. 
Grand Prix at Carlsbad this year. 
Roger’s and Gerrit’s bikes weighed in 
at about 215 pounds, whereas the 
RM370 weighs 230 pounds. The 
15-pound difference can be easily 
explained by the aluminum swing- 
arm, lighter magnesium wheels and 
crankcases, titanium bolts and nuts 
here and there, lighter seat and so 
on. We haven't attended the weigh- 
in of a works 250, but a very 
qualified guess would be around 203 
pounds. Coming this close in weight 
to the production units is a direct 
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result of the FIM weight rule put 
into effect in 1973. There were some 
questions at the time as to who this 
rule would benefit, since the 
Japanese effort toward low weight 
would be nullified. It took the 
Japanese some time to re-allocate 
their efforts into the powerband and 
handling departments, but they 
have since started turning out some 
pretty decent stuff. 

We mentioned earlier that the 
RM250 combines a number of the 
best qualities not before found in one 
brand. On top of that, they added 
lots of their own ideas and detailing. 
The result is a beautiful piece of 
equipment that is functional in every 
respect. There isn't a single part 
from the old TM that will fit on the 
new RM. It's a completely new bike 
from the ground up. 

Starting up front, there's a pair of

Since the holes in the hub flange are not 
chamfered, the spokes need an extra 
long time to seat. In the meantime, it’s 
fairly easy to break a spoke or two at 
the bend if they are not tightened very 
frequently. Because the holes in the 
flange are counter-sunk only from the 
outside, it creates two kinds of spokes 
for the wheels, "inside and outside.” 


To work on the forks, a homemade fork 
tool like this is needed to keep the 
spindle from rotating when tightening 
up the bottom screw. Width is 12mm. 
Fork seals did not leak during test 
period.

nothing has been left out or over- 
looked. These guys have really done 
their homework — no question. 
When we started riding we were a 
little cramped for time because we 
really wanted to get this test into the 
January issue, so we put in a lot of 
riding within a short period. We 
trail rode it, shorttracked it, moto- 
crossed it and took it to the desert. 
But let's not jump ahead. After the 
initial photo session, we encountered 
our first problem. The jetting was 
off, too lean in the midrange and a 
little rich on top. It took us a couple 
of days to get that corrected, and 
when we were done, we learned that 
U.S. Suzuki had sent a bulletin on 
the subject to all their dealers. Our 
findings were close to theirs. 
Next problem, the spokes 
particularly those up front. They 
loosened up very quickly. And 
suddenly we were twisting nipples 
and even breaking a couple of spokes 
after a ten-minute ride. After many 
hours of riding, the front finally 
settled down to normal. And that's

when the RM250 really started to 
show what it's all about. It begs to 
be ridden hard. The front forks 
actually don't start to work well 
until the bike is ridden motocross- 
style. Compared to the plush new 
Maico forks that compress for small 
impacts, the Suzuki forks are almost 
harsh when you're sitting down and 
riding slow, but the faster you go, 
the better they feel. They just love to 
hit some whoopdies hard and 
compress all the way. Youll never 
feel them bottom, though, because 
of the hydraulic slow-down. 

The same goes for the rear, except 
that the rear end also feels 
comfortable at slow speeds. When 
the rear bottoms (and the wheel goes 
all the way into the rear fender), the 
bike will sometimes take a little hop 
sideways, but its nothing serious. 
The bike straightens out immediately 
when given a little more throttle. 

The front and rear suspensions 
work beautifully together. It's really 
a mind-blower to go through a long 
straight on a rough sand track (the 


kind where the sand forms waves 
about one to two feet deep) full-blast 
and in complete control. A sensation 
that none of us had ever experienced 
before. 

And when you're at the end of the 
straight you have to slow down, 
right? The brakes work just 
beautifully. The front is not as 
grabby as — let's say, a Yamaha, but 
it's very progressive and easy to use. 
It requires relatively little finger 
pressure. The rear works just tops, 
too. 

The rear brake cable doesn't have 
any scrapers or boots on it, so it fills 
up with mud and sand quite easily 
and starts to work heavily. The front 
part of it is located right at the heel 
of the right boot, so a protector on 
the cable would be hard to hold in 
place. There is nothing like a good 
brake rod. Sigh. 

When you slow down you've got 
to turn. Again, here is where the RM 
really shines. The front end sticks 
and doesn't want to wash at all. It 
took both George and Gunnar along 
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The dual-spring rear gas shocks work 
just fine and don't fade. The bulge in the 
number plate can be felt when riding, 
but is easy to get used to. 


time before they dared to lay it 
down far enough for the wheel to 
lose traction. And when you get on 
the throttle, the power comes on 
nice and smooth and doesn't pull 
any surprises. 

Handling and power combine for 
big powerslides, if you want. There 
is plenty of good grunt from the 
bottom and the power builds up to a 
nice peak where it suddenly drops 
off and the engine starts four- 
cycling. This quality has always 
been a feature of the works Suzuki 
motocrossers, and seems to be a 
product of. porting rather than 
jetting. It’s like a ceiling in the rpm 
range that you hit when you are 
about to over-rev it. 

As the r’s build, it quickly gets to 
be time for another gear — easily 
handled without the clutch. Between 
lower gears a small decrease in 
throttle opening might be necessary, 
but going into fourth or fifth gear, 
all you gotta do is “flick your Bic.” 
Sorry. The lever. Downshifts are, of 
course, no problem, except that 
when you perform many of them in 
a row you may occasionally hit a 
neutral. 

Despite the excellent clutch, 
neutral was a bit hard to find most 
of the time when standing still. But 
once out of the pits it’s never needed, 
thanks to the primary kickstart 
feature. It’s possible that a stronger 
spring on the shifting drum indicator 
would ease some of these problems,

of sliding through the two very nice 
guides on the front number plate, it 
bent and formed a loop. A new cable 
corrected the problem and we didn’t 
have any difficulty from then on. 

We told you about the front 
spokes. We broke some at the bend. 
They ought to be reinforced by 
having a little thicker diameter at 
the hub end, just like the rear spokes 
have. As a matter of fact, the hub is 
drilled for larger diameter spokes, 
and that, combined with a wide hub 
flange, makes the spoke sit diagonal- 
ly through the flange. The Takasago 
front rim seemed to be softer than a 
D.I.D. 

We had to spend some time with 
the jetting but it is very unlikely that 
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you will have to do so, because all 
bikes have been corrected, according 
to a Suzuki bulletin. In case you’re 
interested, our jetting is listed in the 
spec sheet.

You've got to remove the bars to 
put oil in the forks. 

The air cleaner is a bit hard to get 
to before you get used to it. If you 
drop something down there, you'll 
need a flashlight to find it.

And one percent, maybe, of 
the motorcycling population has 
ever tried it. 

What is this? Crazy people? Fear? 
Hushed conversations? 

Are we talking about World Class 
Motocross? Iron-tough Belgians and 
other super athletes from the Old 
World? Fear? To mouth the word is 
blasphemy. 

Well, what’s going on here? Are 
we speaking of Baja racers? Where, 
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if the rattlesnakes and cacti don’t get 
you, the sheer vastness of the 
peninsula will. Where smiling 
Mexicans stand by, appearing out of 
nowhere, munching on_ burritos, 
while you feverishly work on a bike 
that scattered most of its top end 
over the last 600 yards of trail. 

On the contrary, were talking 
about racing that takes either nerves 
of steel or a tauch of insanity. Where 
you just don’t bump elbows on the 
start, you bump body and spirit 
through the entire race. 

Hold on now. Crazier than the

first turn of a Trans-AMA moto- 
cross? Crazier than blasting 95-plus 
mph down a Baja fireroad? 

Exactly. This is flattrackin'. 
Where guys go faster sideways than 
most people go straight.

Where leather on the 
bottom of your foot isn't enough, 
you need steel. 

People who like skiddin' don't 
drink their whiskey straight. They

mix it with nitro. Each one gets up 
in the morning and kicks his bike 
over a few times with his finger in 
the spark plug cap. 

These people are different. 

They don’t lift weights or run 
track to keep in shape. They dodge 
trains. 

Regular motorcycle people think 
of them the same way regular anglers 
think of people who hunt white 
sharks with a knife. 

To find out just what these people 
got so hot about, we borrowed a 
Bultaco Astro to get an impression. 

The Astro is beautiful. It invites 
you to climb on and put your life in 
its care. We wanted to climb on — 
but still wanted to do some control- 
ling ourselves. Call it a silly habit. 

Even sitting on the Astro is 
different. No front brake; gearshift 
and rear brake lever are both on the 
right side; 19-inch wheels, front and 
rear; 4.7-inch travel Betor forks and 
four-inch travel Betor shocks (short 
travel for maximum traction). 
Ridiculous horsepower out of a 350 
(38). Definitely different from any 
other motorcycle we had ever 
ridden. 

And the price isn't even that scary: 
$1800 for the 360 and $1700 for the 

: 950. Absolutely, completely race 
ready, right down to the extra set of 
tires (Pirellis on the bike and either 
D/T Goodyears or Carlisles, which- 
ever they have in stock, as the 
extras), right down to the rear disc 
brake, and right down to the Femsa 
dual ignition. This bike is serious. 

Of course there are many other 
excellent features that most people 
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Jim Connolly cheated. He already knew 
what he was doing.

have come to expect on a race bike: 
chrome moly tubing for the frame, 
naturally; adjustable spring preload 
on the rear; alloy rims (shoulderless 
Akront); and spool hubs. 

Another class feature that Bultaco 
has added is the adjustable wheel- 
base. With a big open end wrench 
you can go anywhere from 53 to 56 
inches (short for short track; longer 
for longer tracks). 

With an eye to details, we would 
have to say the Astro is generally 
impressive. The big 36mm Amal 
carb pumped the gas in and never 
gave us any trouble as far as starting 
went. Loading it up, likewise, was 
never a problem. We'll let the Twin 
Air filter ride on its excellent 
reputation. Pointless ignition systems 
are definitely the modern way to go; 
reliability is no longer a problem 
with the systems and after they are 
initially set they require zero 
maintenance. 

If you are a former Pursang owner 
you'll recognize the Astro’s ports; the 
engines are basically the same except 
for some port enlarging on the Astro 
for more power and higher revving 
(you don’t need much of a power- 
band on a track). 

And yes, Bultaco still uses chain 
rather than gear primary drive. 
Antique and due to change. But it 
didn’t give us any trouble and it 
probably won't give you апу, 
therefore for now we'll just object to 
it on general principles. 

So the Astro is a fine bike. Clean 
lines, different looking, scary 
looking. After all, when sliding 
around a motocross corner, you 
usually rely on a berm or something. 
And even that isn't all that easy. On 
a short track there is no berm, you're 
lucky if you can even see what is 
jokingly referred to as the groove. 
And on top of that there is a wall 
there ready to grab you if you falter 
in the least. 

Some general theory and some 
practical lessons were obviously in 
order. 

Doug and Mike Hannon began. 
“Follow an outside line on this track 
and always use fourth gear. Just as 
you approach the turn, slide a little 
forward and stretch your left leg out 
waaay in front of you, just like 
you're ready to take a giant step. If 
you feel you're going too fast then 
touch the compression release and 
gas it as you go into the slide. When 
you feel it go sideways, slip back into 
position on the seat and slide your 
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foot if you feel like it, or go for a 
feet-up slide if you want. Either 
way, hold the slide through the 
turn.” 

We felt like Einstein had just 
explained the theory of relativity to 
us. 
“Well, Mike, sounds simple.” 
Gunnar was the first to try. His 
first few laps amounted to not much 
more than big donuts. He came back 
and received some advice. He was, 
as it turned out, following the 
natural motocross lines: coming in 
on the inside and either holding it in 
or just barely swinging out. (We 
won't mention the times he used the 
wall as a berm.) "I don't know, 
Mike, the lines you keep telling me 
to follow just don't correspond to the 
lines in my head." 

He spun a few more donuts and 
gradually they came to look more 
and more like honest-to-god power 
slides. Doug and Mike watched 
approvingly. "There, he has the 
right lines now; see, he would be 
right in there with the best of them 
following that line." A few laps 
later: "There now, he's not just ‘in 
there’ anymore, he's found the 
passing line." A star is born. 

We all stood in line, our faces 
masked with eerie grins. Who would 
be next? Jim Connolly stepped up. A 
veritable skiddin' fool. But we had 
forgotten, Jim is a flattracker from 
way back. He made it look so easy 
we began to fight for the next ride. 

Tom Morris spun some hot laps 
and seemed to enjoy brushing his 
elbow against the wall. He obviously 
needs a berm to turn a corner. 
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Gearshift and brake levers are both on 
the right side. This only made us slightly 
nervous.

Our day was done. Impression of 
the Astro complete. Some wandered 
home with inflated egos, the rest 
surer of their sanity. But this is only 
an impression; with more time we 
all could have gotten crazy. 
Basically, however, this is just a 
response to the fun we had. If you 
want to know how good the Astro is, 
you can either take Doug and Mike’s 
word for it, or nonchalantly stroll up 
to some genuine flattracker at the 
local place. Drink some of his 
pre-mix maybe, or even grabbing his 
hot expansion chamber and pointing 
to something will do, and hell come 
right out and offer you a ride. They 
recognize flattracker material when 
they see it. Then you can find out 
what slidin' is really about. o

If its Tuesday — or motocross — 
it must be Belgium. All the Belgian 
bermshooters did was sweep the 
three international racing classes for 
1975. Gaston Rahier grabbed the 
125 crown from countryman Andre 
Malherbe, Harry Everts supplanted 
Guenady Moiseev (or Jaroslav Falta, 
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depending on how you look at it), 
and Roger DeCoster reclaimed his 
title from Heikki Mikkola. 

Suzuki missed a clean sweep when 
Willi Bauer slipped to third in the 
250 class after leading for the first 
seven events. Everts won on a 250 
Puch, a displacement size that Puch 
does not offer for sale. Puch 
evidently will not be offering a 250 
production racer to capitalize on 
their victory. 

American involvement іп 
international racing produced some 
definite signs of increased competi- 
tiveness. Jim Pomeroy picked up his 
second GP (and moto) win in three 
years of racing on the continent. 
Bimbo upped last year's 14th overall 
to seventh for the ’75 campaign. 

Marty Smith didn't have to set 
foot or knobby on European soil to 
become the first American to sweep 
a GP event. The 18-year-old won 
two motos in, Ohio, beating Rahier, 
who had already cinched the 
championship. The Belgian was 
plagued with crash and mechanical 
bothers. 

Brad Lackey picked up the first 
moto win in 500 GP action by an 
American-born rider in the season 
finale. "Partly" upped his overall 
placing from tenth in 1974 to sixth in 
1975, finishing just four points 
behind Jaak van Velthoven. Brad 
had to sit out the Italian GP when 
the organizers lost count of his 
(and ten other riders’) practice laps 
in the mud and barred him from 
riding. Van Velthoven was handi- 
capped by having to sit out both the 
U.S. and Canadian GPs when 
Yamaha decided against sending 
him and Ake Jonsson over, even 
after the riders volunteered to pay 
their own way. 

Pierre Karsmakers became the 
first American-licensed rider to win 
a 500 GP with a pair of seconds in 
Canada. A tenth and second at 
Carlsbad and a fifth in England the 
week after Canada allowed Pierre to 
finish tenth overall, riding just three 
events within a two-week span. 

The 125 class was Rahier all the 
way. He opened up by winning nine 
of ten motos in the first five events. 
By the eighth round of the 12-event 
series he had it clinched with a 
perfect best 13 races score of 13 
wins. The ninth event was here in 
the U.S. where he DNF'd both 
motos. Although Rahier had the 
fastest qualifying time, Smith hole- 
shotted him in both motos. Before 
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Ohio Rahier’s record read: 13 wins, 
two seconds and one third. 

Moiseev broke his arm in two 
places prior to the 250 opener and 
didn't return 'til late in the season. 
Wili Bauer won the opener in 
Spain. Both Bauer and Everts 
earned 22 points. The German 
assumed the series lead after the 
second round in Austria, one point 
ahead of Jaroslav Falta, who won 
both motos. Falta dropped out 
during the summer amidst various 
rumors including ulcers, vitamin 
overdose, drug overdose, internal 
injuries, leukemia and political 
curtailment. 

Bauer held the top spot until the 
eighth round in England when

Everts passed him, never to be 
headed, as they say. Hakan 
Andersson, champion in "73 but 
injury-hampered in '74, closed 
strong to pass Bauer and grab the 
second spot. The grand old man of 
motocross, Adolf Weil, finished a 
single point behind his countryman. 
Another German, Hans Maisch, 
took fifth. 

500 competition started off 
somewhat like a replay of 74. Roger 
and Heikki traded a first and second 
at the opener in Switzerland and 
Heikki grabbed a first and third 
while Roger broke twice leading in 
Italy. Then Roger turned it around, 
winning seven of the next nine races 
before DNFing the second moto in 
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Harry Everts. 


Canada. Even so, he stood just five 
points ahead of the Finn after the 
seventh (Canadian) round, even 
though he had eight wins to Heikki’s 
two. Mikkola demonstrated his 
remarkable consistency and his 
machine's reliability by starting off 
ten straight rides of third or better 
before a third and eighth at Carlsbad 
and two DNFs in Canada and Eng- 
land. Gerrit Wolsink put some token 
presure on Mikkola late in the 
season, then accepted third overall. 

So, three new champions, one of 
them no stranger to the top of the 
pile. If Roger hadn't kept breaking 
last year hed now be the 500 
champion for the fifth straight year 
. . . but "if" is for children.

We used а couple for the Two Day 
Qualifiers. Malcolm has tool bags 
custom-built for Huskys and a 
universal type that will fit on most 
other makes of bikes. Four leather 
buckles fasten it securely around the 
frame tubing behind the saddle and 
three turn thingamajigs keep every- 
thing inside. The case uses sturdy 
hunks of leather with stout stitching. 
Malcolm's case opens up all the way 
so you can see everything inside. 

For the Qualifier we crammed the 
following inside: large pliers, ten 
links of chain, three master links, 
two chain adjusting wrenches, 
Diamond chain breaker (not the tiny 
little beaver type), a ten-yard roll of 
gray tape, a lot of wire, vice grips, 
half a dozen hose clamps of various 
sizes, spoke wrench, and a DB

Then the swingarm got the treatment, 
but the top mount stayed the same. 
Shock position is near vertical in 
extended position, and is bending over 
backwards when compressed. This also 
causes a lot of stress on the swingarm. 
Still works pretty good. 


Seems that motorcycle suspensions 
have been working as speed 
governors all these years. We never 
suspected it until the past year. 
We've been blowing our minds, 
bending our psyches and expanding 
our egos by going faster than ever on 
all manner of long travel suspended 
units since then. Now we're spoiled. 
We got on a stock ’73 recently and 
thought that one of the shocks was 
bent and/or wasted. It wasn't. It 
was stock, that's all. But riding it 
reminded us of the handling qualities 
of a pogostick. 

Is the step up to long travel 
suspensions that big? It is. Believe 
us. Once you've gotten used to the 
better stuff, you can't go back again. 


HOW MUCH IS LONG TRAVEL? 

The old CZs, Huskys and Maicos 
had about 80 to 100 millimeters of 
vertical rear wheel travel (check the 
illustration). The new suspensions 
have between 160 and 180mm — 
twice that of the previous models. 
We would like to suggest that 


anything over 140mm qualifies as 
long travel, but it is not just travel 
that counts — damping and fading 
characteristics are equally impor- 
tant. Thats why it very seldom 
works to just move the bottom shock 
brackets forward and buy harder 


springs; damping has to be increased 
as well. The springs and the oil have 
to absorb so much more energy that 
springs start sagging and the oil 
overheats, causing fading and maybe 
blown seals. A new heavy-duty 
shock absorber is usually needed, 
especially if you are a heavy rider or 
ride long, rough races. 

Long travel rear suspension is 
achieved by using different leverage 
lengths between the rear wheel and 
the shock absorber(s). Note that 
shock travel itself is almost the same 
as before. In front suspensions the 
longer travel is achieved by letting 
the forks slide further. There must, 
however, be an overlap between 
fork leg and slider or the fork will 
lock in the extended position when 
landing or braking. If this trend of 
200mm fork movement continues 
(which it will), soon most forks will 
have an offset wheel and the fork 
tubes will extend down past the 
wheel axle in order to have enough 
overlap. 

We often are asked why some- 
body doesn't build a shock with 
200mm movement and just bolt it in 
place of the old shock. It wouldn't 
work, because all it would do is 
extend the movement downwards, 
creating an unfavorable swingarm 
angle. Further, a shock with 200mm 
movement would have to be at least 
450mm long. It would be heavy and 
vulnerable with a big, long spring. 
In order to do suspension mods 
seriously, both the rear frame and 
forks have to be redesigned.

How To Measure

up system shouldn't work as well as a 
laydown when the right angles are 
used so that the leverage doesn’t 
increase at the end of the stroke. The 
reason manufacturers choose the 
laydown is because it causes less 
stress on the swingarm and rear 
frame section, which can therefore 
be built lighter and cheaper. These 
two systems are easy to service, 
changing springs is easy, and they 
are light in weight. 

There is also a trend toward 
installing the shocks upside down. 
Actually they have always been 
upside down and finally they are 
being installed the right way. The 
proper way is to have the lighter 
part of the shock moving up and 
down with the rear wheel, for less 
unsprung weight, but until recently 
there were no shocks designed to 
work in this position. The difference 
in unsprung weight is about two to 
three pounds, not at all unimportant. 

The ultimate solution, at least on 
the drawing board, is the monoshock 
as used by Yamaha. It has many 
important advantages, but it has 
quite a few drawbacks, too. The 
main ones being the complification 
of air cleaner and exhaust pipe, the 
difficulty of doing your own tuning 
with either gas or spring changes, 
and the lack of any more travel than 
the other systems, since the 
suspension components are no longer 
the limits of the travel. 


GAS-SHOCK 
VS. 
GAS OR 
AIR SUSPENSION 

A gas-shock is a shock where the 
dampening oil is under pressure 
from a gas, usually nitrogen or air, 
in order to keep the oil from foaming 
when the suspension is moving fast. 
(Compare it to a soda pop bottle that 
you shake and then remove the cap; 
trick, huh?) This gas pressure can be 
arranged in many different ways: by 
a sealed chamber inside the shock 
(Bilstein); by a chamber extending 
outside the shock (Betor, Marzocchi, 
Yamaha); by a remote gas bottle 
connected to the shock via a 
high-pressure hose line (Suzuki GP, 
Kawasaki GP); or by mixing the gas 
with the oil (gas Girling). All use 
regular springs. À gas or air suspen- 
sion, on the other hand, replaces the 
spring with an air cushion inside the 
shock or fork (CZ, Honda Proto and 
various air fork conversions). The 
cushion also keeps pressure on the oil 
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The Husqvarna frame was designed specifically for laydown suspension. It’s 
the simplest and lightest production frame and rear suspension to date. Of 
course, the simpler, the better. 
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Yamaha's Monocross is very sophisticated and complicated and requires 
more maintenance than the other systems. It also offers more adjusting 
possibilities, if you know how to use them. 


to keep it from foaming. This system 
must still be considered under 
development, although CZ has 
started selling bikes with rear air 
suspension. It hasonebig advantage: 
endless adjusting possibilities for 
"spring" rate. But the air cushion is 
very small in order to get the right 
progressivity, and pumping it up 
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without an air tank or a compressed 
air hose is next to impossible. Just the 
amount of air leaking out when you 
pull a gauge on and off lowers the 
pressure four to 25 pounds, depend- 
ing on how quick you are with the 
gauge. And holding in the valve 
needle (just like on an innertube) for 
half a second empties the whole 


shock. Now if they should start 
leaking a little while you are riding 


Without trying to complicate 
things we would also like to mention 
a fourth system, which is the true gas 
suspension, where gas isthe damping 
medium instead of oil. This system is 
being used presently on Citroen cars, 
but has not yet been used on 
motorcycles other than for R&D 
purposes because of the difficult 
sealing problems — especially in dirt 
riding conditions. 


MORE? 

What are the limits on wheel 
travel, and why isn't somebody 
building a bike with 400mm travel 
front and rear? There are three main 
reasons: First, if either suspension 
could move this much, the fork 
angle (rake) would change about 15 
degrees from where the suspension 
was fully extended to fully com- 
pressed. That's about one degree for 
every 30mm travel on a 143 cm 
wheelbase bike. This would make 
the bike oversteer with the forks 
compressed and the rear extended 
(when going into a turn) and 
understeer with the rear compressed 
and the front extended (when 
accelerating). In other words, the 
handling would change radically, 
depending upon whether you were 
braking or gassing. 

Secondly, with the length of 
swingarms we have today, the angle 
of the swingarm would be quite 
steep at either the fully compressed 
or extended position — which would 
cause chain adjustment problems. 
And third, this much travel would 
make the seat height ridiculous, 
which would be OK if you're Bill 
Russell, 210 cm high, but most guys 
already have problems reaching the 
ground. 

So we predict three things: 
Yamaha will continue to refine its 
Monocross, making it lighter and 
easier to service; the laydown shock 
system with proper angles and a 
frame designed especially for that 
system (like Husky's) will gradually 
take over the rest; and everyone's 
forks will become Maico-like with the 
offset wheel and the fork extending 
down past the axle. When these 
systems are completely sorted out, 
development will concentrate in 
another area, like transmissions, 
maybe. Can you imagine a 207- 
pound 250 with 240mm both front 
and back — and automatic too? @

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SUZUKI Continued from page 40 
lightest yet, only 1.36 kilos (which is 
three pounds) complete with cap, 
petcock and tie-down straps. 

The front number plate is a piece 
of art work in itself. Strong, light, 
held down with two rubber bands in 
case one breaks, and with two cable 
guides with little rollers to protect 
the cable. 

The exhaust pipe didn't burn any 
legs, didn't leak or crack. But the 
rear rubber mount started to 
separate. We found out about that 
when we tore the bike down. 
Despite the high pipe, the carb is a 
breeze to work on. The throttle 
cable had to be taped to the 
carburetor to keep it from jumping 
out of its socket. 

The tires on our bike were 
Bridgestones, but we understand 
that some bikes have IRC tires. 

The brake pedal might be hard to 
reach at first because of the bulge in 
the clutch cover, especially if you 
have big boots. It's nicely serrated, 
though. 

The gas cap needs to be bigger 
and offset to the side so that you can 
look in there and see how much gas 
is left.

The choke lever is still not a lever 
but the pin is taller and more 
knurled now. 

Just pull it up and it'll stay up, 
then just push it down and.... It 
doesn't need to be rotated to stay up 
anymore. 

The lead from the ignition to the 
black box goes real close to the 
exhaust pipe. We preferred to 
re-route it and fasten it with tape 
instead of the aluminum tie-downs 
supplied. 


SUMMATION 

Suzuki has finally done it. All the 
experience learned through the years 
is finally within reach of your 
wallet. This bike does everything so 
amazingly well and is so carefully 
engineered that we don’t know how 
to express it right. Everyone here is 
in love with the thing. The only 
criticisms we can come up with are 
of the front wheel spokes and the 
rear brake cable that will require 
some extra maintenance. Everything 
is right. From the footpegs to the 
bars. From the power to the brakes. 
Because of the long wheelbase and 
ease of turning and the heavy 


flywheel, it’s a bike suited for both 
experts and novices. This bike is 
going to set a standard for the 
industry that will last for some time. 
No bike does anything better than 
this bike, and considering the times, 
the price is reasonable. o

Everyone knows that it's dirt that 
does in your shock seals. So John 
Kodysh has a simple solution. Keep 
dirt off your shock shafts by 
removing the shock, spraying it with 
CRC or WD-40, and then sliding an 
inner tube over the shock body. If 
you have the right size inner tube, 


you don't have to clamp it to keep it 
on. John uses a 2.25 bicycle inner 
tube on his Arnacos. 

You can do the same with forks, 
but you have to clamp them. 


ENGINE PRESERVER 

Ben Bower uses a heavy-duty 
plastic number plate on the bottom 
of the frame tube of his ISDT Husky 
to keep flying mud off the fins and to 
deflect heavier stuff from the cases. 
Tie-wraps are the recommended 
mounting. Preston makes unbreak- 
able plates. Sticker is a modification 
by Susie Mann.
